PLOT TO RESTORE 
EMPEROR 
WILLIAM 


HAS BEEN DISCOVERED 


London. Dec. 2. — A plot to restore 


Imperialism, and secure the return of 
Emperor William has been discovered 
in Berlin, according to a dispatch 
from Amsterdam to the Express. 


According to the dispatch, which. 
was filed at Amsterdam on Friday, 
the chief men behind the plot were 
Field Marshal von Mackensen, Gener- 
al von Born and General Count von 
Arnim. It is said that they instructed 
the Prussian officers' corps to carry 
on a pro-Emperor 
agitation 
begin- 


ning immediately after the demobili- 
zation of the troops was completed. 
Large sums of money are said to have 
been placed at the- disposal 
of the 
leaders by munition-makers. 
Many 
arrests have been mude in Berlin and 
other cities, while the

has a long list of suspects -who had 
planned to seize members of the pres- 
ent government.

If the war had continued ^t would 
have been necessary to raise at least 
eight billion dollars by taxation pay- 
able in the year 1919: but the war has 
ended and I agree -with the secretary 
of the treasury that it will be safe to 
reduce the amount to six billions. An 
immediate rapid decline in the ex- 
penses of the government is not to be 
looked for. Contract for war supplies 
will indeed, be rapidly cancelled and

Deiifcocrats Enthusiastic. 
Democratic 
representatives 
arose 
and applauded vociferously ivhen the 
president announced his intention of 
going in person to the peace confer- 
ence. 
The republican side was silent 
and so were many senators on both 
sides of the chamber.

president 
concluded 
after 
speaking forty-two minutes, and left 
the chamber amidst upplause limited 
to the democratic side. Interruptions 
of the address for questions which 
had been threatened by some repub- 
lican members of the house did not 
materialize. 


• Troop* to Remain. 


Tho maintenance of our , forces on 
the other side of the sea is still nec- 
ssary. 
A considerable proportion of 
those forces must remain in Kurope 
during the period of occupation and 
those which are brought home will 
be transported and 
demobilized 
at 
heavy expense for months to 
come. 
The interest on our war debt must of 
course be paid and provision made for 
the retirement of the obligations of 
the government which 
represent it. 
But those demands will of course, fall 
much below wh.it a continuation of 
military' operations would have en- 
tailed and six billions should suffice to 
supply a sound foundation 
for the 
financial operations of the year.
